Relief from the excessive mud and 
dust on York street was promised the 
residents of that thoroughfare at a 
special meeting of the Town Council 
held on Tuesday evening. The follow- 


I ing |ietition signed by 
thirty seven 
residents was presented to C ouncil: 
“ The 
undersigned citizens and tax 
payers of the borough of Gettysburg, 
residing on York 
street, respectfully 
represent: 
“ That the said York street is now 
in a very unsatisfactory coml it Ion ow ­ 
ing to the fact that it is 
very dusty I 
and in portions has 
ridges of mud • 
along the sides: 
that 
the Regular 
Army encampment is tieing held east 
of town and this street is the only one 
used in going to and from the encamp 
iuent, 
and will tie 
thronged with 
trooj** and visitors, and in its present 
condition will convey a most undesir­ 
a b l e impression as to the tow n's clean 
linens and progressiveness. 


“ That ttie dust even now arising 
from the jwssage of tr<x.|is and vehicles 
I is so dense that it tills the street like a 
cloud and lenders the lives of theciti- I 
I zens intolerable and untiearatde and is 
certainly 
a 
menace 
to the 
public 
health. 
And unless this condition is 
remedied it will liecume worse and in ­ 
tensified as more troop* 
and vehicles 
u->« it. 
“ They therefore respectfully request 
that som e effective remedy lie at once 
applied by the Town Council.”

that the borough of Gettysburg reserve 
all legal rights aud remedies which it

referred to and this grant shall not lie 
tolerative until the

“ Third : that the Western Maryland 
Railroad Company shall 
indemnify 
and save harmless the borough of G et­ 
tysburg from all

result, against all suit»£or^claims for

time that said switch shall be extend­ 
ed as requested and for tbe purpose of

A very later***!ing **xi>erliuent In co­ 
operation la under way iii Upland, a 
town In Dickinson county, Ken. 
The 
town itself i* uot large, but Is the 
headquarter* of three successful mu­ 
tual companies a telephone company, 
an insurant * organization and a mer 
candle corporation. 
The town is on top of the divide be­ 
tween the Republican aud Smoky Hill 
rivets aud four miles from the town 
of Alda, through which runs a branch 
of the Union Pacific railroad. 
A big 
store building, a telephone exchange 
which also houses the Insurance com­ 
pany, a bUveksmlih shop, a town hall 
and four or Ave residences constitute 
the greater part of the town. 
Tire community idea took root some 
I time agt* 
A meeting of farm ers was 
I called to take up the question of mu­ 
tual Insurant e 
a company was form­ 
ed. and ea» h farmer was constituted 
an agent without pay to solicit new 
members. 
It was decreed that any 
time a Are occurred an assessment 
1 Should t>*- levied to make good the lots. 
Hlx years later it had 241 members, 
with $168,000 Insurance In force. 
To­ 
day it has 3.500 members, with insur­ 
ance representing $4,000,000. 
When the company started in busi­ 
ne-.., if was decided that $2 a day was 
enough to pay any officer, and that 
amount has never been raised.

is paid only when the officer works. 
The average yearly salary list la about 
$ho*i, due to the simple methods by 
which record* are kept aud the fact 
that everybody pays his asses*ment 
promptly under paiu of being dropped 
at once.
